BEGGING IN CAIRO. 


——_ _—— 


A Cairo correspondent writes :— . 
The importunities‘ of European beggars in 
e streets of Cairo are daily becoming more 
it and it is now almost impossible for 
y one, more especially visitors, to~ walk 
the length of any of our principal streets’ with 
out being pestered by these men, who, unlike 
their native companions in misfortune, invari: 
ably refuse to take uo for an auswer, and follow 
one up until the appearance of a policeman, or 
a refusal of more than ordinary curtness cou: 
‘vince them that a ietreat-is advisable. A num: 
ber of these men are cripples, and are there- 
fore unable to work, but it is hardly fair to the 
public that the streets should be made hideons 
by the display of their infirmities and by the 
disgraceful manner ifewhich they are allowed 
to whine for charity. Have the consulates dt 
such people no interest in their weltare and 
no power to alleviate their sufferings except. 
by allowing them to parade the streetskin 
the manuer described ? ‘The native beggar ‘is 
to be met with atevery turn, bat though be fre 
quently bears the marks of visible suffering 
‘in a much. more noticeable degree than the 
European, ‘he is at least uuvbtrusivo -in bis 
demand for alma, and it is the exception rather 
than the rule to be followed by one of these 
after having once refused to notice them. There 
are now a ‘number of excepfivnally persistent 
European bya about Cairo whom it is almost 
impoasible to*shake of unless in possession of a 
fluent command of thé Arabie-language, these 
boys some of them are little more,than child- 
ren—have everyemppearance of being well fed 
4nd are certainly well clothed,, and it i 
astonishing that they should have-<scaped the. 
notice of the police fur so long a time as they 
apparently have done. It is hardly likely that 
these well nourished youngsters are acting 
‘without direction, and it shvuld not be difficult 
for the police to lay their bands upon. those 
_ who are responsible for their presence in the 
streets. Some few of them wake a pretence of 
earning 4 livelihood by selling matches or other 
articles of that description, but this is only 
the usual- shallow mask to the worst déscrip- 
tion of vagrancy with which the more expert 
of the professional beggars etrive to cloak the 
real nature of their profession, and it ia 
not fair thatythese lads should hold posses- 
gion of the payments ‘when there are so 
many more deserving people, who by reason 
of this competition are unahle to earn the 
bare livelihoud Which wo be otherwise 
open to them by t ig mea The public are 
andozbtedly to’ blaine in a great measure 
that this state of things has ‘continued as 


‘long-as it has, if some of- the residents of 
Cairo would compare notes as nee 
the Idast deserving of these sfreet beggars 


and hand the ‘moré persistent of them over. 
to the nearest policeman, they would be doing 


the whole city’ a ‘service by ridding them «f 
what bids fit to become a nusiance such as 
hitherto has only been. met with at the| 
charch entrances of the Contibent. _

THE NATIONALIST PARTY. 


Strennous efforts are. now’ being» made by 
Mustapha Pasha Kamel to captare some Irish 
Nationalist-M.P.’s to represent bis party in the 
House of Commons. The recent visit to Cairo 
of Dr. Rutherford, .M P., was a cruel blow to 
the - followers of Kamel, who fully expected 
that that earnest Radical would allow himself 


to be patronised by them. But their hopes of- 


being able to make use of Dr. Rutherford in 
the House of Commons were cruelly meres 
for that gentlenjan clearly showed that all 
sympathies were with the Constitutional Re- 
feta League. The Party of Sheikh Aly Youssef 
won @ great victory by inducing Dr Ruther- 
ford to attend the historic banquet at the 
Savoy Hotel. The chagrin of the Nationalist 
Party is extreme. If they do succeed in getting 
one or two Irish Home Rulers to back them in 
the House of Commons, we shall be treated to 
he -interesting spectacle of two Egyptian 
parties, each bitterly hostile to the’ other, 


forming, as it. were, a microcosin of Nationalist 
politics in Egypt, waging their warfare within 


the. walls of the British-Parliament. 
PARTY OF THE PEOPLE. | 


The terrific internecine struggles among the 
members of the Party of the People have re- 
sujted in a serious secession for it is said that 
a considerable following have gone over to. the 
Party of Constitutional Reformers. There 
still remain, however,.a nnmber of stalwarts, 
who refuse to desert the programme of the late 
Sheikh M-hamed Abdou and they are deter- 
mined to carry on their campaign with un- 
remitting energy. 

Whether this Party will ever. ‘obtadu a hold 
on Egyptian public opinion is very doubtful 
The Pafty was favoured by Lord Cromer, &s is 
seen by his last Report. It consequently re- 
ceived agreat deal of support from the ranks 
of the higher native officials and at one time 
seemed to be a power in the land. But as soon 
as Lord Cromer departed the Party of the 
People entirely changed its programme. Witb 
ali utter disregard for political cons sistency it 
determined to angle for the, support of the 
populace by attacking Lord’ Cromer and the 
occupation with acrimonigus virulence, al- 
th»ugh up to that time +t had been criticised 
by the Nationalis for re ceiving its orders 
direct from the British Agenoy. What precisely 
was the meaning / 


of this chameleon like attitude 
is hard to discdver nnless it be to make a bid 
for popniarity superior to that of Kamel, If 
ever the Party ishes to attain to a position 
of respect in the eyes of any but young Nation 
alist politicians, this policy of. tergervisation 
will have to he. renonnoedt onea-andtor-all; 


THE REFORM PARTY. 


The Party of Constitutional Reform is 
actively engaged in-orgnanising its new political 
headquarters opposite the Turf Qlub. Their 
club house is very ¢omfortable: and nicely 
furnished: in. the European style without any 
Orierital garishness. The furniture is good and 
substantial aud the sanitary atrangements are 
excellent. Here may be seen disporting them- 
selves nightly not only the protagonists of 
Coustitutional Reform but also their new 
trienda, the secessionists from the camp of the 
Sheikh Abdou Party, who bask in cushioned 
ease and aren with their former anta- 
gonists. 


A THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. 


Not much activity is observable among those 
Egyptians, who are in favour of Egypt being 
in mediately declared an independent and au- 
tonomous Republic. It tqsaid that they are bu- 
sily engaged in preparing their programme and 
drawing up an elaborate series of statutes. The 
Republicans are also endeavouring surreptiti- 
ously to obtain converts to their creed from all 
the other parties. It is ramoured.that Mustapha 
Pasha Kamel fears.these persons more than 
any other of his opponents, it was well known 
that for years his ambition has been to be the 
first President of the New Republic of Egypt, 
which only ander his guidaice would stand a 
chance of becoming the compeer of Japan as a 
renascent Oriental state, 


EGYPTIAN LIBERAL PARTY. 


Much comment has been aronsed by the 
silence of Mohamed Bey Wahid, the leader of 
the Ey: ptiar Liberal Party. It was fully ex- 
pected that the chief of the Liberals would 
have embraced the opportunity’ of Dr. Rutber- 
ford’s visit to send that gentleman a lengthy 
telegram, but as no such telegram has ap- 

moat in the columns of the “Progrés” or 
ay Mokactam,” it is considered that he’ must 
be vexed because that M.P. did not visit him 
when he made a trip*to Helonan when he was 
in Cairo Dr. Rutherford when at Helonan 
attended the races there instead of paying 
homage to the Bey, As it was the first time in 
his life that Dr. Rutherford bad ever seen a 

race, it must be copcluded that this 
uvexpected spectacle was absorbing that he 
forgot the other and mote serious calls upon 
his time there.
